CONVENTION OF COMMERCE WITH THE UNITED 

STATES OF AMERICA. 
Signed Rt London, the 3d of July, 1815. 

Article 1. — ^There shall be between all the territories of his 
Britannic Majesty in Europe, and the territories of the United 
States, a reciprocal liberty of commerce. The inhabitants of 
the two countries respectrvely shall have liberty freely and 
securely to come with their ships and cargoes to all such 
places, ports, and rivers in the territories aforesaid, to which 
other foreigners are permitted to come ; to enter into the same, 
and to remain and reside in any parts of the said territories 
respectively ; also, to hire and occupy houses and warehouses; 
for the purposes of their commerce ; and generally the mer- 
chants and traders of each nation respectively shall enjoy the 
most complete protection and security for their commerce ; but 
subject to the laws and statutes of the two countries respeo- 
tively. 

Art. 2. — No higher or other duties shall be imposed on the 
importation into the territories of his Britannic Majesty in 
Europe of any articles, the growth, produce, or manufacture of 
the United States; and no higher or other duties shall be im- 
posed on the importation into the United States of any articles, 
the en^'owth, produce or manufacture of his Britannic Majesty's 
territories in Europe ; than are or shall be payable on the like 
articles, being the growth, produce, or manufacture of any other 
foreign country ; nor shall any higheror other duties or charges 
be imposed in either of the two countries, on the exportation of 
any articles to his Britannic Majesty*s territories in Europe, or 
to the United States, respectively, than such as are payable on 
the exportation of the like articles to any other foreign coun* 
try ; nor shall any prohibition be imposed upon the exporta- 
tion or importation of any articles, the growth, produce, or 
manufacture of the United States, or of his Britannic Majesty's 
territories in Europe, or to or from the said United States, 
which shall not equally extend to all other nations. 

No higher or other duties or charges shall be imposed in 
any of the ports of the United States on British vessels, than 
those payable in the same ports by vessels of the United States ; 
nor in the ports of any of his Britannic Majesty*s territories in 
Europe on the vessels of the United States, than shall t;e pay- 
able in the same ports on British vessels.

The same duties shall be paid on the ii&porta;tion into the 
United States of any articles, the growth, produee, or manu- 
facture of his Britannic Majesty's territories in Europet whether 
8Uoh importation shall be in vessels of the United States or in 
British vessels ; and the same duties shall be paid on the im- 
portation into the ports of any of his Britannic Majesty*s terri- 
lories in Europe, of any article, the growth, produce, «r maaui- 
liaetuve of the United States, whether such impoitatioa sh«U be 
in British vessels or in vessels of the United States. 

The same duties shall be p»d, and the aame boiuities allowed 
^n the exportation of any articles, the growth, produce, or 
manufacture of his Britannic Majesty's tcrritoiies in Europe, 
to the United States, whether such exportation shall be in 
vessels of the United States or in British Vessels ; and the 
same duties shall be paid, and the same bounties a&owed, on 
the exportation of any articles, the growth, produce,, or nsann- 
lacture of the United States, to his Britannic Majesty's territo-^ 
ries in Europe, whether such exportation shall be in British 
vessels, or in vessels of the United States. 

In all cases where drawbacks are or may be allowed upon 
the re-exportation of any goods, the growth, produce, or manu- 
facture of either country respectively, the amount of the said 
drawbadcs shall be the same, whether the said goods ^lall 
have been originaDy imported in a British or American vessel ; 
but when such re-exportation shall take place from the United 
States in a British vessel, or from the tenritones of his Britwi- 
nic Migesty in Europe in an American, vessel, to any otiier 
foreign nation, the two contracting parties reserve to themeelffes 
respectively the right of regulating or dimiaishing in such case 
the amount of the said drawback. 

' The interoonrse between the United States and his BHtanpic 
Majesty's possessions in the West IndieSt and on the eontinent 
ilf North America, shall not be affected b^ any of the provisieais 
of this article, but each party shall remain in the oompiete pos- 
session of its rights, with respect to such intercourse. 

Art. 3.*-^Hi8 Britannic Majesty agrees that the vessels ^ the 
United States of America shall be admitted and hospUably 
received at the principal settlements of the British dominions 
in the East Indies, viz,, Calcutta, Madras, Bombay, and Prince 
of Wales's Island ; and that the dtiiens of the said United 
States may freely carry on trade between the said principal 
aettkments and the said United States* in all articles of ^hich 
the importation and exportation respectively^ to and froq» Jhe 
said territories, shall not be entirely prohibited : ^irotided only 
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that it shall not be lavrful for thetxi, in any time of war be- 
tween the British GoYemaient and any state or power what- 
ever, to export from the said tenitories, without the special 
permission of the British Government, any military or naval 
stores, or rica The citisens of the United States shall pay for 
their vessels, when admitted, no higher or other duty or charge 
than shall be payable on the vessels of the most favoured 
European nations; and they shall pay no higher or other 
duties or charges on the importation or exportation of the car- 
goes of the said vessels than shall be payable on the same 
aitides« when imported or exported in the vessels of the most 
favoured European nations* 

But it is expressly agreed that the vessels of the United 
States shall not carry any articles from the said settlements to 
any port or place, except to some port or place in the United 
States of America, where the same shall l^e unladen. It is also 
understood that the permission granted by this article is not 
to extend to allow the vessels of the United States to carry on 
any part of the coasting trade of the said British territories, but 
the vessels of the United States having in the first instance 
proceeded to one of the said principal settlements of the British 
dominions in the East Indies, and then going with their origi- 
nal cargoes, or any part thereof, from one of the said principal 
settlements to another, shall not be considered as carrying on 
the coasting trade. The vessels of the United States may also 
touch for refreshment, but not for commerce, in the course of 
their voyage to or from the British territories in India, or to or 
from the dominions of the Emperor of China, at the Cape of 
Good Hope, the Island of St. Helena, or such other places as 
ma]^ be in the possession of Great Britain, in the African or 
Indian Seas ; it being well understood that in all that regards 
this article, the citizens of the United States shall be subject 
in all respects to the laws and regulations of the British Go- 
vernment, from time to time established. 

Art. 4. — It shall be free for each of the contracting parties 
respectively to appoint consuls, for the protection of trade, to 
reside in the dominions and territories of the other party; 
but before any consul shall act as such, he shall in the usual 
form be approved and admitted by the Government to which 
he is sent ; and it is hereby declared that in case of illegal or 
improper conduct towards the laws or government of the 
country to which he is sent, such consul may either be punished 
according to law, if the laws will reach the case, or be sent 
back> the offended Government assigning to the other the 
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reasons for the same. It is hereby declared that either of the 

contracting: parties may except from the residence of consuls 

tuch particular places as such party shall judge fit to be so 

excepted. 

Art. 5.— This convention, when ratified, to be bindini; on hir 
Majesty and on the United States for four years* from the date 
of its signature.

FURTHER CONVENTION WITH THE UNITED STATES 

OF AMERICA. 

Signed at London, the 20th of October, 1818. 

Article 1. — Whereas differences have arisen respecting the 
liberty claimed by the United States, for the inhabitants thereof, 
to take, dry, and cure fish on certain coasts, bays, harbours, 
and creeks of his Britannic Majesty's dominions in America, 
it is agreed between the high contracting parties, that the in- 
habitants of the said United States shall have/or ever, in com- 
mon with the subjects of his Britannic Majesty, the liberty to 
take fish of every kind on that part of the southern coast of 
Newfoundland which extends from Cape Ray to the Rameau 
Islands ; on the Western and Northern coast of Newfoundland ; 
from the said Cape Ray to the Quirpon Islands, on the shores 
of the Magdalen Islands ; and also on the coasts, bays, har- 
bours, and creeks, from Mount Joly, on the southern coast of 
Labrador, to and through the Streights of Belleisle, and thence 
northwardly indefinitely along the coast, without prejudice, 
however, to any of the exclusive rights of the Hudson's Bay 
Company : and that the American fishermen shall also have 
liberty,/or ever, to dry and cure fish in any of the unsettled 
bays, harbours, and creeks of the southern coast of Newfound- 
land hereabove described, and of the coast of Labrador ; but so 
soon as the same, or any portion thereof, shall be settled, it 
shall not be lawful for the said fishermen to dry or cure fish at 
such portion so settled, without previous agreement for such 
purpose with the inhabitants, proprietors or possessors of the 
ground. And the United States hereby renounce /or ever any 
lil)erty heretofore enjoyed or claimed by the inhabitants thereof, 
to take, dry, or cure fish, on or within three marine miles of 
any of the coasts, bays, creeks, or harbours of his Britannic 
Majesty's dominions in America, not included within the above-

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jnentioned limits : provided, however, that the American fish- 
ermen shall be admitted to enter such bays or harbours for 
the purpose of shelter, and of repairing damages therein, of 
purchasing wood, and of obtaining wafer, and for no other pur* 
pose whatever. But they shall be under such restrictions as 
may be necessary to prevent their taking, drying, or ourine fish 
therein, or in any other manner whatever abusing the privileges 
hereby reserved to them. 

Art. 2. — It is agreed that a line drawn from the most north- 
western point of the Lake of the Woods, along the 49th pa- 
rallel of north latitude, or, if the said point shall not be in the 
49th parallel of north latitude, then that a line drawn from I he 
said point due north or south, as the case may be, until the 
said line shall intersect the said parallel of north latitude, and 
from the point of such intersection due west alone, and with 
the said parallel, shall be the line of demarcation between the 
territories of his Britannic Majesty and those of the United 
States ; and that the said line shall form the southern boundary 
of the said territories of his Britannic Majesty ; and the 
northern boundary of the territories of the United States, from 
the Lake of the Woods to the Stony Mountains. 

Art. 3. — It is agreed, that any country that may be claimed 
by either party on the north-west coast of America, westward 
of the Stony Mountains, shall, together with its harbours, bays^ 
and creeks, and the navigation of all rivers within the same, be 
free and open for the term of ten years from the date of the 
present convention, to the vessels, citizens, and subjects of the 
two powers; it being well understood that this agreement is 
not to be construed to the prejudice of anv claim which either 
of the two high contracting parties may nave to any part of 
the said country ; nor shall it be taken to affect the claims of 
anv other power or state to any part of the said country, the 
only object of the high contracting parties, in that respect, 
being to prevent disputes and differences among themselves. 
. Art. 4. — ^The provisions of the convention " to regulate the 
commerce between the territories of his Britannic Majesty and 
of the United States,'* concluded at London on the 3d of July, 
1815*, are hereby extended and continued in force for the term 
of ten years from the date of the present convention, in the 
same manner as if all the provisions of the said convention

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CONVENTION OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION 

WITH AUSTRIA. 

Signed at London Slst December, 1829. 

Article I. — From and after the 1st of February, 1830^ Aus- 
trian vessels entering into or departing ftom the ports of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and British 
vessels entering into or departing from the ports of the Empe- 
ror of Austria's dominions, shall not be subject to any higher 
duties or charges whatever, than are or shall be levied on na- 
tional vessels entering or departing from such ports respec- 
tively.' 

Art. 2. — All articles of the produce or manufacture of any of 
the dominions of either of the contracting parties, which may 
legally be imported or exported from the ports of the United 
Kingdom and of Austria respectively, in vessels of the one 
country, shall, in like manner, be permitted to be imported 
into, and exported from, those ports in vessels of the other. 

Art. 3. — All articles not of the produce or manufacture of 
the dominions of His Britannic Majesty, which can legally be 
imported from the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, into the ports of Austria, in British ships, shall be subject 
only to the same duties as are payable upon the like articles, if 
imported in Austrian ships : and the same reciprocity shall be 
observed in the ports of the United Kingdom, in respect to all 
articles not of the produce or manufacture of the dominions of 
the Emperor of Austria, which can legally be imported into the 
ports of the United Kingdom in Austrian ships. 

Art. 4. — All goods and merchandise which can legally be 
imported into the ports of either country, shall be admitted at 
the same rate of duty, whether imported in vessels of the othei^ 
country, or in national vessels.

polled ; it being the true intent of the contracting parties, that 
no distinction whatsoever shall be U(^ade in this respect. 

Art. 6.~Relates to the trade to ^e carried on in Austrian 
vessels, with the British dominions in India; which see in 
page 266, under '* Trade with the British Possessions Abroad.** 
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Art. 7. — All the possessions of His Britannic Majesty in 
Eufope^ iexoept the British possessions in the Mediterranean 
sea, shall, for all the purposes of this Convention, k)e consi- 
dered as forming part of tae United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland. 

' Art. 8. — That danse of Article 7 of the Convention con- 
eluded at Pahs on the 5th of November, 1815, between the 
Courts of Great Britain, Auatria, Prussia, and Russia, which 
reteles to the commerce between the dominions of His Impe- 
rial and Royal Apostolic Majesty and the United States of the 
Ionian Islands, is hereby confirmed. 

Art 9. — The present Convention shall be in force until the 
18th of March, 1836, and, further, until the end of twelve 
months after either of the contracting parties shall have given 
notice to the other of its intention to terminate the same ; each 
of the high contracting parties reserving to itself the right of 
giving such notice to the other, on, or at any time after, the 
said ISth'of March, 1836; and it is hereby agreed between 
them, that, at the ex{)iration of twelve months after such notice 
shiUl have been received by either party from the other, this 
Convention, and all the provisions thereof, shall altogether 
cease and determine.

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CONVENTION OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION 
WITH THE STATE OF COLOMBIA. 

Signed at Bogota 18th April, 1S25. 

Articlb 1. — ^There shall be perpetual, firm, aiMJl sincere 
amity between the dominions and subjects of His Majesty the. 
King of Great Britain and Ireland, his heirs and successors, 
and the state and people of Colombia. 

Art. 2. — There shall be, between all the territories of his Bri- 
tannic Majesty in Europe, and the territories of Colombia, a. 
reciprocal freedom of commerce. The subjects and citizens of 
the two countries, respectively, shall have liberty, freely and 
securely to come, with their ships and cargoes, to all such 
places, ports, and rivers, in the territories aforesaid, to. which 
other foreigners are or may be permitted to come, to enter into 
the same, and to remain and reside in any part of the said ter- 
ritories, respectively; also to hire and occupy houses and 
warehouses for the purposes of their commerce ; and gene- 
rally, the merchants and traders of each nation, respectively, 
shall enjoy the most complete protection and security for the^r 
commerce ; subject always to the laws and statutes of the twQ 
countries respectively. 

Art. 3. — His Majesty the King of Great Britain and Ire?, 
land engages further, that the citizens of Colombia shall have 
the like liberty of commerce and navigation stipulated for in 
the preceding Article, in all his dominions situated out of 
Europe, to the full extent in which the same is permitted at 
present, or shall be permitted hereafter, to any other nation. 

Art. 4.— No higher or other duties shall be imposed on the 
importation into the territories of his Britannic Majesty, of any. 
articles of the growth, produce, or manufacture of Colonibia,j 
and no higher or other duties shall be imposed on the importa- 
tion into the territories of Colombia, of any articles of the', 
growth, produce, or manufacture of his Britannic Majesty's 
dominions, than are or shall be payable on the like articles^^ 
being the growth, produce, or manufacture of any other foreig^i 
country; nor shall any other or higher duties or charges be

Art. 5.— -No higher or other duties or charges on account of 
tonnage, light, or harl)our-dues, pilotage, salvage in case of 
damage or shipwreck, or any other loc^ charges, shall be im- 
posed in any of the ports of Colombia, on British vessels, than 
those payable in the same ports by Colombian vessels ; nor, in 
the ports of his Britannic Majesty's territories on Colombian 
vessels, than shall be payable in the same ports on British 
vessels. 

Art. 6. — ^The same duties shall be paid on the importation 
into the territories of Colombia of any article the growth, pro- 
duce, or manufacture of His Britannic Majesty's dominions, 
whether such importation shall be in Colombian or in British 
vessels ; and the same duties shall be paid on the importation 
into the dominions of his Britannic Majesty of any articles of 
the growth, produce, or manufacture of Colombia, whether 
such importation shall be in British or Colombian vessels; 
The same duties shall be paid, and the same drawbacks and 
bounties allowed on the exportation to Colombia of any articles 
of the growth, produce, or manufacture of His Britannic Ma- 
jesty's dominions, whether such exportation shall be in Colom- 
bian or in British vessels ; and the same duties shall be paid, 
and the same bounties and drawbacks allowed, on the exporta- 
tion of any articles the ^wth, produce, or manufacture of 
Colombia, to His Britannic Majesty's dominions, whether such 
exportation shall be in British or in Colombian vessels. 

Art. 7. — In order to avoid any misunderstanding with respect 
to the regulations which may respectively constitute a British 
or a Colombian vessel, it is hereby agreed, that all vessels built 
in the dominions of His Britannic Majesty, and owned by Bri- 
tish subjects, or by any of them, and whereof the master and 
three- fourths of the mariners, at least, are British subjects, ex- 
cepting where the laws provide for any extreme cases, shall be 
considered as British vessels ; and that all vessels built in the 
territories of Colombia*, and owned by the citizens thereof, or 
any of them, and whereof the master and three-fourths of the 
mariners at least, are Colombian citizens, excepting where the 
laws provide for any extreme cases, shall be considered as 
Colombian vessels f.

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Art. 8. — ^Ali merchants, commanders of ships, and olhers* 
the subjects of His Britannic Majesty, or citizens of the State 
of Colombia, shall have full liberty, in all the territories of both 
powers, respectively, to manage their own affairs themselvn, 
or to commit them to the mana^ment of whomsoever they 
please, as broker, factor, agent, or interpreter ; nor shall they 
be obliged to employ any other persons for those purposes, nor 
to pay them any salary or remuneration, unless they shall 
choose to emj^y them ; and absolute freedom shall be allowed 
in all cases to the buyer and seller, to bargain and fix the price 
of any goods, wares, or merchandize, imported into, or exported 
from, the territories of either of the contracting parties, as they 
shall see good. 

Art. 9. — In whatever relates to the lading or unlading of

CONVENTION OF COMMERCE WITH DENMARK. 

signed at London, 16Ui of June, 1824. 

Article 1. — From and after the 1st of July, 1824, Danish 
vessels entering: or departing from the ports of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and British vessels 
entering or departing from the ports of His Danish Majesty*t 
dominions, shall not be subject to any other or higher dutiei 
or charges whatever, than are or shall be levied on national 
vessels, entering or departing from such ports respectively. 

Art. 2.— All articles of the growth, produce, or manufacturs 
of any of the dominions of either of the contracting parties, 
which are, or shall be, permitted to be imported into, or ex- 
ported from, the ports of the United Kingdom and of Denmark, 
respectively, in vessels of the one country, shall, in like man- 
ner, be permitted to be imported into, and exported from, those 
ports in vessels of the other. 

, Art. 3. — All articles not of the growth, produce, or manu- 
facture of the dominions of His Britannic Majesty, which can 
legally be imported from the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland into the ports of the dominions of the King of 
Denmark, in British ships, shall be subject only to the san>e 
duties as are payable upon the like articles, if imported in Danish 
ships ; and the same reciprocity shall be observed with regard 
to Danish vessels in the ports of the said United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, in respect to all articles not the 
growth, produce, or manufacture of the dominions of His 
Danish Majesty, which can legally be imported into the ports 
of the United Kingdom in Danish ships. 

Art. 4. — ^AU goods, wares, and merchandize which can legally 
be imported into the ports of either country, shall be admitted 
at the same rate of dut^, whether imported in vessels of the 
other country, or in national vessels ; and all goods, wares, or 
merchandize which can be legally exported from the ports of 
either country, shall be entitled to the same bounties, draw- 
backs, and allowances, whether exported in vessels of the other 
country, or in national vessels. 

Art. 5. — No priority or preference shall be given, directly or 
indirectly, by the Government of either country, or by any 
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company, corporation, or agent, acting on its behalf, or under 
its authority, in the purchase of any article, the growth, pro- 
duce, or manufacture of either country, imported into t!ie 
other, on account of, or in reference to, the character of the 
vessel in which such article was imported ; it being the true 
intent and meaning of the contracting parties, that no dis- 
tinction or difference whatever shall be made in this respect. 

Art. 6. — ^The contracting parties having mutually determined 
not to include, in the present Convention, their respective 
colonies, in which are comprehended, on the part of Denmark, 
Greenland, Iceland, and the Islands of Ferroe ; it is expressly 
agreed that the intercourse which may at present be legally 
carried on by the subjects or ships of either of the said con- 
tracting parties with the colonies of the other, shall remain 
upon the same footing as if this Convention had never been 
concluded. 

Art. 7. — ^The present Convention shall be in force for the 
term of ten years from the date hereof; and further, until the 
end of twelve months alter either of the contracting parties 
shall have given notice to the other of its intention to terminate 
the same ; each of the high contracting parties reserving to 
itself the right of giving such notice to the other at the end of 
the said term of ten years; and it is hereby agreed between 
them, that, at the expiration of twelve months after such 
notice shall have been received by either party from the other, 
this Convention, and all the provisions thereof, shall altogether 
cease and determine. 

Done at London, the I6th of June, 1824. 

Separate Article. — ^The contracting parties reserve to 
themselves to enter upon additional stipulations for the purpose 
of facilitating and extending, even beyond what is compre- 
hended in the Convention of this date, the commercial relations 
of their respective subjects and dominions, upon the principle 
either of reciprocal or equivalent advantages, as the case may 
be.

His Majesty, by virtue of the power vested in him hj the Act 
4 Greo. IV., c. 77, and by and with the advice of his Privy 
Council, is pleased to order, that from and after the date of 
this Order, all vessels belonging to the subjects of His 
Majesty the King of Denmark, and being of less burden 
than sixty tons, which shall enter in, or clear out, from any

CONVENTION OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION 

WITH FRANCE. 

Signed at London, 26th of January, 1826. 

Article*!. — From 'and after the 5th of April. 1826, French 
vessels coming from, or departing for, the ports of France, or, 
if in ballast, coming from, or departing: for, any place, shall not 
be subject, in the ports of the United Kingdom, either on enter- 
ing into, or departing from, the same, to any higher duties of 
tonnage, harbour, light-house, pilotage, quarantine, or other 
similar or corresponding duties, of whatever nature, or under 
whatever denomination, than those to which British vessels, in 
respect of the same voyages, are or may be subject on entering 
into, or departing from, such ports ; and, reciprocally, from and 
after the same period, British vessels coming from, or depart- 
ing for, the ports of the United Kingdom, or, if in ballast, 
coming from, or departing for, any place, shall not be subject, 
in the ports of France, either on entering into, or departing 
from, the same, to any higher duties of tonnage, harbour, 
light-house, pilotage, quarantine, or other similar or cor- 
responding duties, of whatever nature, or under whatever de- 
nomination, than those to which French vessels, in respect of 
the same voyages, are, or may be, subject on entering or 
departing such ports, whether such duties are collected sepa- 
rately, or are consolidated in one and the same duty. 

Art. 2. — Goods and merchandize, which can or may be 
legally imported into the ports of the United Kingdom from 
the ports of France, if so imported in French vessels, shall be 
subject to no higher duties than if imported in British vessels, 
and, reciprocally, goods and merchandize which can or may be 
legally imported into the ports of France from the ports of the 
United Kingdom, if so imported in British vessels, shall be 
subject to no higher duties than if imported in French vessels. 
The produce of Asia, Africa, and America, not being allowed 
to be imported from the said countries, nor from any other in 
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French vessels, nor from France in French, British, or any 
other vessels, into the ports of the United Kingdom, for home- 
consumption, but only for warehousing and re-exportation. His 
Most Christian Majesty reserves to himself to direct that, in 
like manner, the produce of Asia, Africa, and America, shall 
not be imported from the said countries, nor from any other, ui 
British vessels, nor from the United Kingdom in British, 
French, or any other vessels, into the ports of France, for the 
consumption of that kingdom, but only for warehousing and 
re-exportation. With regard to the productions of Europe, it 
is understood that they shall not be imported in British ships 
into France, for the consumption of that kingdom, unless such 
ships shall have been laden therewith in some port of the 
United Kingdom ; and that His Britannic Majesty may adopt, 
if he shall think fit, some corresponding restrictive measure, 
with regard to the productions of the countries of Europe, 
imported into the United Kingdom in French vessels; the 
contracting parlies reserving to themselves the power of making, 
by mutual consent, such relaxations in the strict execution of 
the present Article, as they may think useful to the respective 
interests of the two countries, upon the principle of mutual 
concessions, affording each to the other reciprocal or equivalent 
advantages. 

Art. 3. — All goods and merchandize which can or may be 
legally exported from the ports of either of the two countries, 
riiall, on their export, pay the same duties, whether the ex- 
portation be made in British or in French vessels, provided 
the said vessels proceed, respectively, direct from the ports 
of the one country to those of the other. And the said 
goods and merchandize so exported in British or French ves- 
sels shall be reciprocally entitled to the same bounties, draw- 
backs, and allowances of the same nature, which are granted 
by the regulation of each country respectively. 

Art. 4. — The vessels of any third power shall in no case 
obtain more favourable conditions than those stipulated in the 
present Convention, in favour of British and French vessels. 

Art. 5. — Fishing-boats of either country forced by stress of 
weather to seek shelter in the ports, or on the coast of the 
other country, shall not be subject to any duties or port 
charges of any description whatsoever; provided such boats, 
when so driven, in, shall not discharge or receive on board 
any cargo, or portion of cargo, in the ports, or on the parts of 
the coast where they shall have sought shelter. 

Art. 6. — ^The provisions of the present Convention shall be 
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reciprocally extended and in force, in all the possessions subject 

to their respective dominion in Europe. 

Art 7. — ^This Convention to be in force for ten years, from 
the 5th of April, 1826 ; and further, until the end of twelve 
months after either of the contracting parties shall have given 
notice to the other of its intention to terminate its operation ; 
each party reserving to itself the right of giving such notice to 
the other, at the end of the said term of ten years. 

The additional Articles which relate to the intercourse with 
the British possessions abroad, and reciprocally with the colo- 
nies of France, will be found in page 262, under the ** Trade with 
the British possessions abroad.**

DECLARATIONS OF GREAT BRITAIN AND HANOVER, 
RESPECTING RECIPROCITY OF COMMERCE. 

Signed At London, the iSth of June, 18S4. 

Tub Hanoverian Government having placed British ships, and 
all articles imported in such ships, in respect to all duties, 
whether upon the goods or upon the ships, and in respect to 
charges and privileges of pilotage, upon the same footing with 
Hanoverian ships, and the like goods, if imported in such ships ; 
and the said Hanoverian Government binding itself to observe 
these conditions, and any other stipulations in favour of the 
shipping and commerce of Great Britain, which are contained 
in a Convention between his Britannic Majesty and the King of 
Prussia, concluded and signed at London on the 2nd of April, 
1824 ;* his Britannic Majesty engages to extend to the subjects 
and shipping of the kingdom of Hanover all the benefits secured 
by the said Convention to the shipping and commerce of Prussia, 
upon the principle of reciprocity, which forms the basis of the 
said Convention. 

Done at London, the I2th qfJune, 1824.

Article 1. — From and after the date hereof, British vessels 
entering or departing from the ports of the Free Hanseatic Re-

public! of Lubeck, Bremen, or Hamburgh ; and Lnbeck, Bre- 
men, or Hamburgh vessels enterinfl; or departini; from the ports 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland ; shall not 
be subject to any other or higher ship duties or char^eB than 
are or shall be levied on national vessels entering or departing 
from such ports respectively. 

Art. 2. — AH gooas and merchandize, whether the production

Art. 4. — No priority or preference shall be given, directly or 
indirectly, by any or either of the contracting parties, nor by 
any company, corporation, or agent, acting on their behalf, or 
under their authority, in the purchase of any article, the growth, 
produce, or manufacture of their states, respectively, imported 
into the other, on account of or in reference to the character of 
the vessel in which such article was imported ; it being the 
true intent and meaning of the contracting parties, that no dis- 
tinction or difference whatever shall be made in this respect. 
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Art. 5. — In consideration of the limited extent of the terri- 
tories belonging 4o the republics of Lubeck, Bremen, and Ham- 
burgh, and the intimate connexion of trade and navigation 
subsisting between these republics, it is hereby stipulated and 
agreed, that any vessel which shall have been built in anv or 
either of the ports of the said republics, and which shall be 
owned exclusively by a citizen or citizens of any or either of 
them, and of which the master shall also be a citizen of either 
of them, and provided three-fourths of the crew shall be sub- 
jects or citizens of any or either of the said republics, or of any 
or either of the states comprised in the Germanic Confedera- 
tion, as described and enumerated in the 53d or 56th Articles 
of the General Treaty of Congress, signed at Vienna on the 9th 
June, 1815, such vessel, so built, owned, and navigated, shall, 
for all the purposes of this convention, be taken to t>e and con- 
sidered as a vessel belonging to Lubeck, Bremen, or Ham- 
burgh. 

Art. 6. — Any vessel, together with her cars:o, belonging to 
either of the three free Hanseatic republics of Lubeck, Bremen, 
or Hamburgh, and coming from either of the said ports to the 
United Kingdom, shall, for all the purposes of this convention, 
be deemed to come from the country to which such vessel be- 
longs ; and any British vessel and her cargo, trading to the 
ports of Lubeck, Bremen, or Hamburgh, directly or in succes- 
sion, shall, for the like purposes, be on the footing of a Hans- 
eatic vessel and her cargo making the same voyage. 

Art. 7. — It is further mutually agreed, that no higher or 
other duties shall be levied, in any or either of the states of 
the high contracting parties, upon any personal property of the 
subjects and citizens of each, respectively, on the removal of 
the same from the dominions or territory of such states, either 
upon inheritance of such property or otherwise, than are 
or shall be payable, in each state, upon the like property, 
when removed by a subject or citizen of such state respec- 
tively. 

Art. 8. — ^The contracting parties reserve to themselves to 
enter upon additional stipulations, for the purpose of facilitating 
and extending:, even beyond what is comprehended in the 
convention of this date, the commercial relations of their respec- 
tive subjects and dominions, citizens, and territories, upon the 
principle either of reciprocal or equivalent advantages, as the 
case may be ; and, in the event of any article or articles being 
concluded between the said contracting parties, for giving effect 
to such stipulations, it is hereby agreed that the article or articles 
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nvhich may hereafter be so concluded, shall be considered as 

forming part of the present Convention. 

Art. 9. — ^The present Convention shall be in force for the 
term of ten years from the date hereof; and further, until the 
end of twelve months after the King of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland on the one part, or the Governments 
of the free Hanseatic republics of Lubeck, Bremen, or Ham- 
burgh, or either of them, on the other part, shall have given 
notice of their intention to terminate the same; each of the said 
contracting parties reserving to itself the right of giving such 
notice to the other, at the end of the said term of ten years : 
and it is hereby agreed between them, that at the expiration of 
twelve months after such notice shall have been received by 
either of the parties from the other, this convention, and all the 
provisions thereof, shall altogether cease and determine, as far 
as regards the states giving and receiving such notice ; it 
being always understood and agreed, that if one or more of the 
Hanseatic republics aforesaid shall, at the expiration of ten 
years from the date hereof, give or receive notice of the pro- 
posed termination of this Convention, such Convention shall, 
nevertheless, remain in full force and operation, as far as re- 
gards the remaining Hanseatic republics or republic» which 
may not have given or received such notice* 

Done at London, the 29/A of September, 1825.

His Privy Council, is pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered,

TREATY OF AMITY, COMMERCE, AND NAVIGATION, 
WITH THE UNITED STATES OF MEXICO. 

Signed at London the 26th of December, 1826. 

Articlb 1. — There shall be perpetual amity between the domi- 
nions and subjects of His Majesty the Kin^of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, and the United States of 
Mexico and their citizens. 

Art. 2.— There shall be, between all the territories of His 
Britannic Majesty in Europe and the territories of Mexico, a 
reciprocal freedom of commerce. The inhabitants of the two 
countries, respectively, shall have liberty freely and securely to 
come, with their shi^ra and cai^oes, to all places, ports and 
rivers, in the territories aforesaid, savinii; only such particular 
ports to which other foreigners shall not be permitted to come, 
10 enter into the same, and to remain and reside in any part of 
the said territories respectively ; also to hire and occupy nouses 
and warehouses for the purposes of their commerce ; and^ne- 
rallv, the merchants and traders of each nation, respectively, 
shall enjoy the most complete protection and security for their 
commerce. In like manner ttie respective ships of war, and 
post-office packets of the two countnes. shall have liberty freely 
and secure^ to come to all harbours, rivers, and places, saving 
only such particular ports (if any) to which other foreign ships 
of war and packets shall not be permitted to come, to enter into 
the same, to anchor, and to remain there and refit ; subject 
always to the laws and statutes of the two countries, re- 
spectively. By the right of entering the places, ports, and 
nvers mentioned in this article, the privilege of carrying on the 
coasting trade is not understood, in which national vessels only 
are permitted to engage. 

Art. 3. — His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland enga&:es further, that the inhabitants 
of Mexico shall have the like liberty of commerce and naviga* 
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tion, stipulated for in the preceding^ article, in all his dominions 
situated out of Europe, to the full extent in which the same i4 
permitted at present, or shall be permitted hereafter, to any 
other nation. 

Art. 4. — No higher or other duties shall be imposed on the 
importation into the dominions of His Britannic Majesty, of 
any article of the growth, produce^ or manufacture of Mexico, 
and no higher or other duties shall be imposed on the importa- 
tion into the territories of Mexico, of any article of the growth^ 
producCyOT manufacture of His Britannic Majestv*s dominions, 
than are or shall be payable on the like articles, being the 
growth, produce, or manufacture of any other foreign country ; 
nor shall any other or higher duties or charges be imposed in 
the territories or dominions of either of the contracting parties, 
on the exportation of any articles to the territories of the other, 
than such as are or may be payable on the exportation of the 
like articles to any other foreign country ; nor shall an^ prohi- 
bition be imposed upon the exportation of any article, the 
growth, produce, or manufacture of His Britannic Majesty's 
dominions, or of the said territories of Mexico, to or from the 
said dominions of His Britannic Majesty, or to or from the said 
territories of Mexico, which shall not equally extend to all 
other nations. 

Art. 5. — No higher or other duties or charges on account of 
tonnage, light, or harbour dues, pilotage, salvage in case of 
damage or shipwreck, or any other local charges, shall be im- 
posed, in any of the ports of Mexico, on British vessels, than 
those payable in the same ports, by Mexican vessels ; nor, in 
the ports of His Britannic Majesty's territories, on Mexican 
vessels, than shall be payable in the same ports on British 
vessels*. 

Art. 6. — The same duties shall be paid on the importation 
into the territories of Mexico, of any article, the growth, pro- 
duce, or manufacture of His Britannic Majesty's dominions, 
whether such importation shall be in Mexican or in British 
vessels; and the same duties shall be paid on the importation 
into the dominions of his Britannic Majesty, of any article, the 
growth, produce, or manufacture of Mexico, whether such im- 
portation shall be in British or in Mexican vessels. The same 
duties shall be paid, and the same bounties and drawbacks 
allowed, on the exportation to Mexico of articles the produce 
and manufacture of His Britannic Majesty's dominions, whether

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such exportation shall be in Mexican or in British yessels ; and 
the same bounties and drawbacks allowed, on the exportation 
of any article, the produce or manufacture of Mexico, to His 
Britannic Majesty^s dominions, whether such exportation aball 
be in British or in Mexican vessels*. 

Art. /.—It is hereby agreed that all vessels built in the domi- 
nions of His Britannic Majesty, or vessels which shall have been 
captured from an enemy by British ships of war, or by British 
suDJects furnished with letters of marque by the Admiralty, and 
regularly condemned in one of His said Majesty's prize courts 
as a lawful prize, or which shall have been condemned in any 
competent court for the breach of the laws made for the pre- 
vention of the slave trade, and owned, navigated, and registered 
according to the laws of Great Britain, shall be considered as 
British vessels ; and that all vessels built in the territories of 
Mexico, or captured from an enemy by the ships of Mexico, 
and condemned under similar circumstances, and which shall 
be owned by any citizen or citizens thereof, and whereof the 
master and three- fourths of the mariners are citizens of Mexico^ 
excepted where the laws provide for any extreme cases, shall 
be considered as Mexican vesselst. And it is further agreed, 
that every vessel qualified to trade as above described, under 
the provisions of this treaty, shall be furnished with a register, 
passport, or sea letter, under the signature of the proper person 
authorized to grant the same, according to the laws of the re- 
spective countries, (the form of which shall be communicated,) 
certifying the name, occupation, and residence of the owner or 
owners, in the dominions of His Britannic Majesty, or in the 
territories of Mexico, as the case may be ; and that he, or they, 
is, or are, the sole owner or owners, m the proportion to be spe- 
cified ; together with the name, burden, and description of the 
vessel, as to build and measurement, and the several particulars 
constituting the national character of the vessel, as the ease 
may be. 

Art. 8. — All merchants, commanders of ships, and others, the 
subjects of His Britannic Majesty, shall have full liberty, in sdl 
the territories of Mexico, to manage their own afPairs them* 
selves, or to commit them to the management of whomsoever 
they please, as broker, factor, agent, or interpreter ; nor shall 
they be obliged to employ anj^ other persons for those purposes 
than those employed by Mexicans, nor to pay them any other

salaiy or remuneration than such as is paid, in like cases, by 
Mexican citizens ; and absolute freedom shall be allowed, in all 
cases, to the buyer and seller, to bargain and fix the price of 
any |;ood8, or merchandize, imported into or exported from 
Mexico, as they shall see good, observing the laws and esta- 
blished customs of the countxy. The same privileges shall be 
enjoyed in the dominions of His Britannic Majesty, by the 
citizens of Mexico, under the same conditions. The citizens 
and subjects of the contracting parties, in the territories of each 
other, shall receive and enjoy full and perfect protection for 
their persons and property, and shall have free and open access 
to the courts of justice in the said countries, respectively, for 
the prosecution and defence of their just rights; and they shall 
be at liberty to employ, in all causes, the advocates, attornies, 
or agents, of whatever description, whom they may think 
proper; and they shall enjoy, in this respect, the same rights 
and privileges therein, as native citizens. 

Art. 9. — In whatever relates to the succession to personal 
estates, by will or otherwise, and the disposal of personal pro- 
perty of every sort and denomination, by sale, donation, ex- 
change, or testament, or in any other manner whatsoever, as 
also the administration of justice, the subjects and citizens of 
the two contracting parties shall enjoy, in their respective domi- 
nions and territories, the same privileges, liberties, and rights, 
as native subjects ; and shall not be charged, in any of these 
respects, with any higher imposts or duties, than those which 
are paid, or may be paid, by the native^ subjects or citizens of 
the power on whose dominions or territories they may be re-: 
aident. 

Art. 10. — In all that relates to the police of the ports, the 
lading and unlading of ships, the safety of merchandize, goods^ 
imd effects, the subjects of His Britannic Majesty, and the 
citizens of Mexico, respectively, shall be subject to the local 
laws and regulations of the dominions and territories in which 
they may reside. They shall be exempted from all compulsory 
military service, whether by sea or land. No forced loans shall 
be levied upon them ; nor shall their property be subject to any 
other charges, requisitions, or taxes, than such as are paid by 
the native subjects or citizens of the contracting parties, in the 
respective dominions. 

Art. 11. — It shall be free for each of the two contracting par- 
ties to appoint consuls for the protection of trade, to reside in 
the dominions and territories of the other party ; but before any 
consul shall act as such, he shall, in the usual form, be approved 
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and admitted by the goTemment to which he is sent ; and either 
of the contracting parties may except from the residence of 
consuls such particular places as either of them may judge fit 
to be excepted. The Mexican diplomatic agents and consuls 
shall enjoy, in the dominions of His Britannic Majesty, whatever 
piivileges, exceptions, and immunities, are or shall be granted, 
to agents of the same rank belonging to the most favoured 
nation : and in like manner the diplomatic agents and consuls 
of His Britannic Majesty in the Mexican territories shall enjoy, 
according to the strictest reciprocity, whatever privileges, ex- 
ceptions, and immunities are or may be granted to the Mexican 
diplomatic agents and consuls in the dominions of His Britan- 
nic Majesty. 

Art. 12. — If, at any time, any interruption of friendly inter- 
course, or any rupture, should unfortunately take place between 
the two contractmg parties, it is agreed, that the merchants re- 
siding upon the coasts shall be allowed six months, and those of 
the interior a whole year^ to wind up their accounts and dis- 
pose of their property ; and that a safe conduct shall be given 
them to embark at the port which they shall themselves select. 
All those who are established in the respective dominions and 
territories of the two contracting parties, in the exercise of any 
trade or special employment, shall have the privilege of remain- 
ing and continuing sucn trade and employment therein, without 
any manner of interruption, in full enjoyment of their liberty 
and property, as long as they behave peaceably, and commit no 
offence against the laws ; and their goods and effects, of what- 
ever description they may be, shall not be liable to seizure or 
sequestration, or to any other charges or demands than those 
which may he made upon the like effects or property, belonging 
to the native subjects or citizens of the respective dominions or 
territories in which they may reside. In tne same case, debts 
between individuals, public funds, and the shares of companies, 
shall never be confiscated, sequestered, or detained. 

Art. 13. — The subjects of His Britannic Majesty, residing in 
the Mexican territories, shall enjoy, in their houses, persons, 
and properties, the protection of the government ; and, conti- 
nuing in possession of what they now enjoy, they shall not be 
di8turl)ea, molested, or annoyed, in any manner, on account of 
their religion, provided they respect that of the nation in which 
Ihey reside, as well as the constitution, laws, and customs of the 
country. They shall continue to enjoy, to the fiill, the privi- 
lege already granted to them of burying, in the places already 
assigned for that purpose, such subjects of His Britannic Ma-

jesty as may die within the Mexican territories ; nor shall the 
funerals and sepulchres of the dead be disturbed in any way or 
upon any account. The citizens of Mexico shall enjoy, in all 
the dominions of His Biitannic Majesty, the same protection, 
and shall be allowed the free exercise of their religion, in public 
or private, either within their own houses or in the chapelt 
and places of worship set apart for that purpose. 

Art. 14. — ^The subjects of His Britannic Majesty shall, on no 
account or pretext whatsoever, be disturbed or molested in the 
peaceable possession and exercise of whatever rights, privileges, 
and immunities they have at any time enjoyed within the limits 
described and laid down in a convention, signed between His 
said Majesty and the King of Spain, on the 14th of July, 1786 ; 
whether such rights, privileges, &c., shall be derived from the 
stipulations of the said Convention, or from any other conces- 
sion which may, at any time, have been made by the King of 
Spain* or his predecessors, to British subjects and settlers re- 
siding and following their lawful occupations within the limits 
aforesaid : the two contracting parties reserving, however, for 
some more fitting opportunity, the further arrangements on this 
article. 

Art. 15. — ^The Government of Mexico engages to co-operate 
with His Britannic Majesty for the total abiolition of the slave 
trade, and to prohibit all persons inhabiting within the terri- 
tories of Mexico, in the most effectual manner, from taking any 
share in such trade. 

ADDITIONAL ARTICLES. 

Art. 1. — ^Whereas in the present state of Mexican ship- 
pingy it would not be possible for Mexico to receive the full 
advantage of the reciprocity established by the articles 5, 
6, and 7, of the treaty signed this day, if that part of the 7th 
article which stipulates that, in order to be considered as a 
Mexican ship, a ship shall actually have been built in Mexico, 
should be strictly and literally observed, and immediately 
brought into operation, — it is agreed that, for the space of ten 
years, from the date of the exchange of the ratifications of this 
treaty, any ships, wheresoever built, being bond fide the pro- 
perty of, and wholly owned by, one or more citizens of Mexico, 
and whereof the master and three-fourths of the mariners, at 
least, are also natural-born citizens of Mexico, or persons domi- 
ciliated in Mexico, by act of the government, as lawful subjects 
of Mexico, to be certified according to the laws of that country, 
shall be considered as Mexican ships ; His Majesty the King 
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of the Uaited Kingdom of Great Bntam md Irdaiid resenring 
to himself the right, at the end of the said term of ten years, to 
dauB the principle of reciprocal restriction stipulated for in 
article 7, above referred to, if the interests id British navigation 
shall be found to be prejudiced by the present eaweption to that 
reciprocity, in favour of Mexican shipping. 

Art 2. — It is further agreed that, for the like term of tea 
years, the stipulations contained in articles 5 and 6 of the pre- 
sent treaty shall be suspended ; and, in lieu thereof, it is hereby 
agreed that, until the expiration of the same term of ten years, 
British ships entering: into the ports of Mexico firom the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain azul Ireland, or any other of His 
Britannic Majesty*s dominions, and ail articles the growth, pro- 
duce, or manufacture of the United Kingdom, or ox any of the 
said dominions, imported in such ships, shall nay no other or 
hi^er duties than are or may hereafter be payable, in the said 
ports, by the ships, and the like goods, the growth, produce, or 
manufacture of the most favoured naticm: and, reciprocally, it 
is agreed that Mexican ships entering into the ports of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, or any other of 
His Britannic Majesty's dominions, from any of the porU of 
the States of Mexico, and all articles the growth, produce, or 
manufacture of the eaid States, imported in such ships, shall 
pav no higher or other duties than are or may hereafter bepay- 
^le, in the said ports, by the ships and the like goods, the 
growth, produce, &c., of the most favoured nation ; and that 
no higher duties shall he paid, or bounties or drawbacks 
allowra, on the exportation of any article the growth, produce, 
&a, of the dominions of either country, in the ships of the 
other, than upon the exportation of the like articles in the ships 
of any other foreign country. At the end of the said term of 
ten years, the stipulations of the said 5th and 6th articles shall, 
from thenceforward, be in full force between the two countries.

And whereas, satisfactory proof has been laid before Hit 
Majesty and his Privy Council, that goods, wares, and mer- 
chandize imported into, or exported from, the ports of his 
Serene Highness the Dukeof Oldenburgh, are charged with the 
same duties, and are allowed the same drawbacks, bounties, or 
allowances, when imported or exported in British vessels, as 
are levied or allowed on similar goods, wares, and merchan- 
dize, when imported into or exported from the said ports in 
Oldenburgh vessels ; and that British vessels are charged with 
no other or higher tonnage duties on their entrance into the 
ports of Oldenburgh, than are levied on Oldenburgh vessels. 
His Majesty, by virtue of the powers vested in him by the Acts 
above recited, and by and with the advice of his Privy Council, 
is pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered, that, from and 
after the date of this order, Oldenburgh vessels entering the 

Eorts of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, in 
allast or laden, direct from any of the ports of Oldenburgh, or 
departing from the ports of the said United Kingdom, together 
with the cargoes on board the same, such cargoes consisting 
of ulicles which may be legally imported or exported, shaU 
not be subject to any other or higher duties or charges what- 
ever, than are or shall be levied on British vessels entering or 
departing from such ports, or on similar articles when im- 
ported into or exported from such ports in British vessels ; and 
also that such articles when exported from the said ports in 
Oldenburgh vessels, shall be entitled to the same bounties, 
drawbacks, and allowances that are granted on similar articles 
when exported in British vessels.

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AN EXTRACT FROM A TREATY OF COMMERCE AND 
NAVIGATION WITH PORTUGAL. 

Signed at Bio Jaiieiro» the 19th of Febroary, 1810. 

His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and his Royal Highness the Prince Regent of 
Portugal, being equally animated with the desire, not only of 
consolidating and strengthening the ancient friendship and 
good understanding which have during so many ages subsisted 
between the two Crowns, but also of improving and extending 
the beneficial effects thereof to the mutual advantage of their 
respective subjects, have thought that the most efficacious 
means for obtaining these objects would be, to adopt a liberal 
system of commerce, founded upon the basis of reciprocity and 
mutual convenience, which, by discontinuing certain prohibi- 
tions and prohibitory duties, might procure the most solid ad- 
vantages on both sides, to the national productions and in- 
dustry, and give due protection at the same time to the public 
revenue, and to the interests of fair and legal trade : they have, 
therefore, through their respective Commissioners and Pleni- 
potentiaries, agreed upon the following Articles: — 

Article 2. — ^There shall be reciprocal liberty of commerce 
and navigation between and amongst the respective subjects 
of the two contracting parties, in all and several the territories 
and dominions of either. They may trade, travel, sojourn, or 
establish themselves in all the ports, cities, towns, countries^ 
provinces, or places whatsoever belonging to either of the two 
high contracting parties, save and except in those from which 
all foreigners whatsoever are generally and positively excluded, 
the names of which places may be hereafter specified in a sepa- 
rate Article of this Treaty. Provided, however, that it be 
thoroughly understood that any place belonging to either of the 
two contracting parties, which may hereafter be opened to the 
commerce of the subjects of any other country, shall thereby 
be considered as equally opened, and upon correspondent 
terms, to the subjects of the other contracting party, in the 
same manner as if it had been expressly stipulated by the pre - 
sent Treaty ; — and they do hereby severally bind and engage 
themselves not to grant any favour, privilege, or immunity, m 
matters of commerce and navigation, to the subjects of any 
other State, which shall not be also at the same time respec- 
tively extended to the subjects of the high contracting parties, 
gratuitously, if the concession in favour of that other State 
should have been gratuitous, and on giving quam prosoime, the 
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same compensation or equivalent, in case the ooncettion 

should have been conditionaL 

Art. 3. — The subjects of the two Sovereigns respectively, 
shall not pay in the ports, harbours, roads, cities, towns, or 
places whatsoever, belonging to either of them, anv greater 
duties, taxes, or imposts (under whatsoever names they may 
be designated or included), than those that are paid by the sub- 
jects of the most favoured nation, and the subjects of each 
party shall enjoy within the dominions of the other, the same 
rights, privileges, liberties, favours, immunities, or exemptions, 
in matters of commerce and navigation, that are or may here- 
after l>e granted to the subjects of the most favoured nation. 

Art. 4. — It is hereby stipulated and agreed, that there shall 
be a perfect reciprocity on the subject of the duties and im- 
posts to be paid by the ships and vessels of the contracting 
parties, within the several ports, hart>ours, roads, and anchoring 
places belonging to each of them — to wit, that the ships and 
vessels of the subjects of His Britannic Majesty shall not pay 
any higher duties or imposts (under whatsoever name they be 
designated or implied) within the dominions of His Royal 
Highness the Prince Regent of Portugal, than the ships and 
vessels belonging to the subjects of His Royal Highness the 
Prince Regent of Portugal shall be bound to pay within the 
dominions of His Britannic Majesty; and vice vers^. And 
this agreement and stipulation shall particularly and expressly 
extend to the payment of the duties known by the name of 
portcharges, tonnage, and anchorage duties, which shall not in 
any case, or under any pretext, be greater for British ships and 
vessels within the dominions of His Royal Highness the Prince 
Hegent of Portugal, than for Portuguese ships and vessels 
within the dominions of His Britannic Majesty. 

Art. 5. — ^The contracting parties do also agree, that the same 
rates of bounties and drawbacks shall be established in their 
i^pective ports upon the exportation of goods and merchan- 
dizes, whether such be export^ in British or in Portuguese ves- 
sels,— >that is, that British ships shall enjoy the same favour in 
this respect, within the dominions of His Royal Highness 
the Prince Regent of Portugal, that may be shown to Portu- 
guese ships within the dominions of His Britannic Majesty ; 
and vice versd. It is also agreed, that goods and merchandize 
coming respectively from the ports of either of the contracting 
parties, shall pay the same duties whether imported in British 
or Portuguese ships or vessels ; or otherwise, that an increase 
of duties may be imposed and exacted upon goods and mer- 
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«handize coming into the ports of the dominions of His Royal 
Highness the Prince Regent of Portugal from those of His 
Britannic Majesty in British ships» equivalent, and in exact 
proportion to any increase of duties that may hereafter be im* 
posed upon goods and merchandize coming into the ports of 
His Britannic Majesty, from those of His Royal Highness 
the Prince Regent of Portugal in Portuguese ships ; and that 
nothing may be left undetermined concerning it, it is agreed^ 
that tables shall be drawn by each Grovernment respectively, 
specifying the difference of duties to be paid on goods and 
merchandize so imported in British or Portuguese ships and 
vessels; and that the said tables (which shall be made appli- 
cable to all the ports within the respective dominions of each 
of the contracting parties) shall be declared and adjudged to 
form part of this present Treaty. 

In order to avoid any misunderstanding with respect to virhat 
may constitute a British or Portuguese vessel, it is agreed, that 
all vessels built in the dominions of his Britannic Majesty, and 
owned, navigated, and registered according to the laws of Grreat 
Britain, shall be considered as British vessels ; and that all 
ships or vessels built in the countries belonging to His Royal 
Highness the Prince Regent of Portugal, or in any of them, or 
ships taken by any of the ships or vessels of war belonging to 
the Portuguese Government, or any of the inhabitants of the 
dominions of His Royal Highness the Prince Regent of Portu- 
gal having commissions or letters of marque and reprisal from 
the Government of Portugal, and condemned as lawful prize in 
any Court of Admiralty of the said Portuguese Government, 
and owned by the subjects of His Royal Highness the Prince 
Regent of Portugal, or any of them, and whereof the master 
and three-fourths of the mariners, at least, are subjects of the 
Prince Regent of Portugal, shall be considered as Portuguese 
vessels. 

Art. 6. — The mutual commerce and navigation of the sub* 
jects of Great Britain and Portugal respectively, in the ports 
and seas of Asia, are expressly permitted to the same degree as 
they have heretofore been allowed by the two Crowns : and 
His Britannic Majesty engages not to make any regulation 
which may be prejudicial or inconvenient to the commerce and 
navigation of the subjects of the Prince Regent of Portugal 
within the ports and seas of Asia, to the extent which is or may 
hereafter be permitted to the most favoured nation. And the 
Prince Regent of Portugal does also engage not to make any 
regulations which may be prejudicial or inconvenient tp the 
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commeree and navigatioa of the subjects of His Britannic Ma- 
jesty within the ports, seas, and dominions opened to them by 
virtue of this Treaty. 

Art. 15. — All goods, merchandize, and articles whatsoever 
of the produce, manufacture, industry, or invention of the 
dominions and subjects of His Britannic Majesty, shall be ad- 
mitted into all the ports and dominions of the Prince Regent of 
Portugal, as well in Europe as in America^ Africa^ and Atia^ 
whether consigned to British or Portuguese subjects, on pay- 
ing generally and solely, duties to the amount of 15 percent, 
according to the value which shall l>e set upon them by a tariff 
or table of valuations, called, in the Portuguese language, 
pautcLt the principal basis of which shall be the sworn invoice 
cost of the aforesaid goods, merchandize, and articles, takini^ 
also into consideration (as far as may be just and practicable) 
the current prices thereof in the country into which they are 
imported. The tariff or valuation shall be determined and 
settled by an equal number of British and Portuguese mer- 
chants, with the assistance of the Superintendant or Adminis- 
trator-General of the Customs, or of their respective deputies. 
And the aforesaid tariff or table of valuations shall be made 
and promulgated in each of the ports of His Royal Highness 
the Prince Regent of Portugal, in which there are or may be 
custom-houses. It shall be revised and altered if necessary, 
from time to time, either in the whole, or in part, whenever 
the subjects of His Britannic Majesty, resident within the Por- 
tuguese dominions, shall make a requisition to that effect 
through the medium of His Britannic Majesty's Consul-Gene- 
ral, or Consul, or whenever the trading and commercial sub- 
jects of Portugal shall make the same requisition on their part. 

Art. 18. — His Royal Highness the Prince Regent of Portugal 
is pleased to grant to the subjects of Great Britain, the privi- 
lege of being (usignantes for the duties to be paid in the cus- 
tom-houses of His Royal Highnesses dominions, on the same 
terms, and on giving the same security as are required from 
the subjects of Portugal. And it is, on the other hand, stipu- 
lated and agreed, that the subjects of the Crown of Portugal 
shall receive, as far as it may be just or legal, the same favour 
in the custom-houses of Great Britain, as is shown to the na- 
tural subjects of His Britannic Majesty. 

Art. 1 9. — His Britannic Majesty engages that all goods and 
merchandize whatsoever, of the produce or manufacture of the 
dominions or subjects of the Prince Regent of Portugal, shall 
be admitted into all the ports and dominions of His Britannic 
Majesty, on paying the same duties that are paid upon similar 
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articles by the subjects of the most favoured nation. And it is 
expressly declared, that if any reduction of duties should take 
place exclusively in favour of British goods and merchandize 
imported into the Portuguese dominions, an equivalent reduc- 
tion shall take place in Portuguese goods and merchandize 
imported into His Britannic Majesty^s dominions; and tnce 
vend. The articles upon which such equivalent reduction is 
to take place being settled by previous agreement between the 
two high contracting parties. 

Art. 20.— But as there are some articles of the growth and 
production of Brazil, which are excluded from the markets and 
home use of the British dominions, such as suear, coffee, and 
other articles similar to the produce of the British colonies. 
His Britannic Majesty, willinn: to favour and protect (as much 
as possible) the commerce of the subjects of the Prince Regent 
of Portugal, consents and permits that the said articles, as well 
as all others, the growth and produce of Brazil, and all other 

Rarts of the Portuguese dominions, may be received and ware- 
oused in all the ports of his dominions, which shall be by law 
appointed to be warehousing ports for those articles, for the 

fturpose of re-exportation, under due regulation, exempted from 
he ^eater duties with which they would be charged were they 
destined for home use within the British dominions, and liable 
only to the reduced duties and expenses on warehousing and 
re-exportation. 

Art. 21.— In like manner, notwithstanding the general privi- 
lege of admission thus granted in the 1 5th Article of the pre- 
sent Treaty, by His Royal Highness the Prince Regent of Por- 
tugal, in favour of aU goods and merchandize the produce and 
manufacture of the British dominions, His Royal Highness 
reserves to himself the right of imposing heavy, and even pro- 
hibitory duties on all articles known by the name of Bntish 
East Indian goods, and West Indian produce, such as sugar 
and coffee, which cannot be admitted for home use in the Por- 
tuguese dominions, by reason of the same principle of colonial 
policy which prevents the free admission into the British domi- 
nions of corresponding articles of Brazilian produce. But His 
Royal Highness the Prince Regent of Portugal consents that 
all the ports of his dominions, where there are or may be cus- 
tom-houses, shall be free ports for the reception of all articles 
whatsoever, the produce or manufacture of the British domi- 
nions, not destined for the consumption of the place at which 
they may be received, but for re-exportation, either for other 
ports of the dominions of Portugal, or for those of other States. 
And the articles thus admitted (subject to due regulations; shall 
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be exemped from the duties with which they would be charged, 
if destined for the consumption of the place at which they may 
be landed or warehoused, and liable only to the same expenses 
that may be paid by articles of Brazilian produce, received and 
warehoused for re-exportation in the ports of His Britannic 
Majesty's dominions. The port of St. Catherine to be a free 
port, according to the terms mentioned in this clause. 

Art. 24. — ^1 trade with the Portuguese possessions situated 
upon the eastern coast of the continent of Africa (in articles 
not included in the exclusive contracts possessed by the Crown 
of Portugal) which may have been formerly allowed to the sub- 
jects of Great Britain, is confirmed and secured to them now 
and for ever, in the same manner as the trade which has 
hitherto been permitted to Portuguese subjects in the ports and 
seas of Asia, is confirmed and secured to them by virtue of 
the 6th Article of the present Treaty. 

Art. 27. — ^The reciprocal liberty of commerce and naviga- 
tion, declared and announced by the present treaty, shall be 
considered to extend to all goods and merchandize whatsoever, 
except those articles the property of the enemies of either 
Power, or contraband of war. 

Art. 28.~ Under the name of contraband or prohibited 
articles, shall be comprehended, not only arms, cannon, har- 
quebusses, mortars, petards, bombs, grenades, saucesses, car* 
casses, carrias^es for cannon, musket-rests, bandoliers, gun- 

Eowder, match, saltpetre, ball, pikes, swords, head-pieces, 
elmets, cuirasses, halberts, lavelins, holsters, belts, horses^ 
and their harness; but generally all other articles that may 
have been specified as contraband in any former treaties con- 
cluded by Great Britain or by Portugal with other Povvers. 
But goods which have not been wrought into the form of war- 
like instruments, or which cannot become such, shall not be 
reputed contraband, much less such as have been already 
wrought and made up for other purposes, all which shall be 
deemed not contraband, and may be freely carried by the sub- 
jects of both Sovereigns even to places belonging to an enemy, 
excepting only such places as are besieged, blockaded, or in- 
vested by sea or land. 

Art. 22. — It is agreed by the high contracting parties, that 
the present Treaty shall be unlimited in point of duration, that 
the obligations and conditions expressed or implied in it shall 
be perpetual and immutable; and they shall not be changed 
or affected in any manner in case His Royal Highness the 
Prince Regent of Portugal, his heirs, &c., should again estar 
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blish the seat of the Portuguese Monarchy within the European 

dominions of that Crown. 

Art. 23. — But the two high contracting parties reserve to 
themselves the right of jointly examining and revising the several 
sjrticles of this Treaty at the expiration oi fifteen years, counted 
in the first instance from the date of the exchange of the ratifi- 
cations thereof*, and of their proposing, discussing, and making 
such amendments or additions, as the real interests of their re- 
spective subjects may seem to require. 

Done in the city of Rio de Janeiro, 19/A February, 1810.

CONVENTION OF COMMERCE WITH PRUSSIA. 

Signed at London, the 2nd of April, 1S34. 

Articlb 1.— From and after the Ist May, 1824, Prussian ves- 
sels entering or departing from the ports of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, and British vessels entering 
or departing from the ports of his Prussian Majesty's dominions, 
shall not be subject to any other or higher duties or ehaorges 
whatever, than are or shall be levied on national vessels enter- 
ing or departing from such ports respectively. 
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ArL 2 — All articles of the growth, produce, or manufacture 
of any of the dominions of either of the contracting parties, 
which are or shall be permitted to be imported into or exported 
from the ports of the United Kingdom and of Prussia respec- 
tively, in vessels of the one country, shall in like manner be 
permitted to be imported into and exported from those ports in 
vessels of the other. 

Art. 3. — All articles not of the growth, produce, or manufac- 
ture of the dominions of bis Britannic Majesty, which can 
legally be imported from the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, into the ports of Prussia, in British ships, shall 
be subject onljr to the same duties as are payable upon the 
like articles, if imported in Prussian ships ; and the same reci- 
procity shall be observed in the ports of the United Kingdom, 
in respect to all articles not the growth, produce, or manufao* 
tore of the dominions of his Prussian Majesty, which can 
legalljT be imported into the ports of the United Kingdom in 
Prussian ships. 

Art. 4. — All goods, wares, and merchandize which can legally 
be imported into the ports of either country, shall be admitted 
at the same rate of duty, whether imported in vessels of the 
other country, or in national vessels ; and all goods, wares, 
or merchandize which can be legally exported from the ports 
of either country, shall be entitled to the same bounties, draw- 
backs, and allowances, whether exported in vessels of the other 
country, or in national vessels.* 

Art. 5. — No priority or preference shall be given, directly or 
indirectly, by the Government of either country, or by any 
company, corporation, or agent acting on its behalf or under 
its authority, in the purchase of any article, the growth, prQ- 
duce, or manufacture of either country, imported into the other, 
on account of, or in reference to the cnaracter of, the vessel in 
which such article was imported; it being the true intent and 
meaning of the high contracting parties, that no distinction or 
difference whatever shall be made in this respect. 

Art. 6. — ^The present convention shall be in force for the 
term of ten years from the date hereof; and further, until the 
end of twelve months after either of the contracting parties 
shall have given notice to the other of its intention to terminate 
the same ; each of the contracting parties reserving to itself 
the right of giving such notice to the other, at the end of the 
said term of ten years ; and it is hereby agreed between them^

CONVENTION OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION 
WITH SWEDEN AND NORWAY. 

Signed at London, the 18th of March, 1836. 

Article 1. — The several stipulations contained in the decla- 
rations exchanged between the plenipotentiaries of his Majesty 
the King of Great Britain ana Ireland, and his Majesty the 
King of Sweden and Norway, the 24th April and 16th July, 
1824*, are to be in force for the term of the present conven-

into the ports of Norway, than are levied on Norwegian vessels ; his Haleaty 
is therefore pleased, by the advice of hit Privy Council, to order, that all the

TREATY OF AMITY, COMMERCE, AND NAVIGATION, 
WITH THE UNITED PROVINCES OF RIO DE LA 

PLATA. 

Signed at Bnenoa Ayres, 2d of February, 1835. 

Article 1. — There shall be perpetual amity between the 
doQiinions and subjects of His Majesty the King of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and the United Pro- 
vinces of Rio de la Plata, and their inhabitants. 

Art. 2. — There shall be, between all the territories of His 
Britannic Majesty in Europe, and the territories of the United 
Provinces of Rio de la Plata, a reciprocal freedom of com- 
merce : the inhabitants of the two countries, respectively, shall 
have liberty, freely and securely, to come, with their ships and 
cargoes, to all such places, ports, and rivers, in the territories 
aforesaid, to which other foreigners are or may be permitted to 
come, to enter into the same, and to remain and reside in any 
part of the said territories respectively ; also to hire and occupy 
houses and warehouses for the purposes of their commerce ; 
and, generally, the merchants and traders of each nation, re- 
spectively, shall enjoy the most complete protection and security 
for their commerce, subject always to the laws and statutes of 
the two countries respectively. 

Art. 3. — His Majesty the King of the United Kin|:dom of 
Great Britain and Ireland engages further, that in all his domi- 
iiions out of Europe, the inhabitants of the United Provinces 
of Rio de la Plata shall have the like liberty of commerce and 
navigation, stipulated for in the preceding Article, to the full 
extent in which the same is permitted at present, or shall be 
permitted hereafter, to any other nation. 
. Art. 4. — No higher or other duties shall be imposed on the 
importation into the territories of His Britannic Majesty, of any 
articles of Xhe^otcth, produce, or manufacture of the United 
Provinces of Rio de la Plata; and no higher or other duties 
shall be imposed on the importation into the said United Pro* 
vinces, of any articles of the growth, produce, or manufacture 
of His Britannic Majesty's dominions, than are or shall be 
payable on the like articles, being the growth, produce, or 
manufacture of any other foreign country : nor shall any other 
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or higher duties or charges be imposed in the territories or 
dominions of either of the contracting parties, on the exporta- 
tion of any articles to the territories or dominions of the other* 
than such as are or may be ])ayable on the exportation of the 
like articles to any other foreign country : nor shall any prohi- 
bition be imposed upon the exportation or importation of any 
articles, the growth, produce, or manufacture of His Britannic 
Majesty's dominions, or of the said United Provinces, which 
shall not equally extend to all other nations. 

Art. 5. — No higher or other duties or charges on account of 
tonnage, ligh% or harbour dues, pilotage, salvage in case of 
damage or shipwreck, or any other local charges, shall be 
imposed, in any of the ports of the said United Provinces, on 
British vessels, of the burden of above 120 tons, than those 
payable, in the same ports, by vessels of the said United Pro- 
vinces of the same burden ; nor in the ports of any of His Bri- 
tannic Majesty's territories, on the vessels of the United Pro- 
vinces of above 120 tons, than shall be payable, in the same 
ports, on British vessels of the same burden. 

Art. 6. — ^The same duties shall be paid on the importation 
into the said United Provinces of any article, the growth, pro- 
duce, or manufacture of His Britannic Majesty's dominions, 
whether such importation shall be in vessels of the said United 
Provinces, or in British vessels ; and the same duties shall be 
paid on the importation into the dominions of His Britannic 
Majesty of any article, the growth, produce, or manufacture of 
the said United Provinces, whether such importation shall l)e 
in British vessels, or in vessels of the said United Provinces. 
The same duties shall be paid, and the same drawbacks and 
bounties allowed, on the exportation of any article of the 
growth, produce, or manufacture of His Britannic Majesty's 
dominions to the said United Provinces, whether such exporta* 
tion shall be in vessels of the said United Provinces, or in 
British vessels ; and the same bounties and drawbacks allowed 
on the exportation of any articles, the growth, produce, or 
manufacture of the said United Provinces, to His Britannic 
Majesty's dominions, whether such exportation shall be in 
British vessels, or in vessels of the said United Provinces. 

Art. 7. — In order to avoid any misunderstanding with respect 
to the regulations which may respectively constitute a British 
vessel, or a vessel of the said United Provinces, it is hereby 
agreed, that all vessels built in the dominions of His Britannic 
Majesty, and owned, navigated, and registered according to 
the laws of Great Britain, shall be considered as British vessels ;

and that all vessels built in the territories of the said United 
Provinces, properly registered, and owned by the citizens 
thereof^ or any of them, and whereof the master and three- 
fourths of the mariners, at least, are citizens of the said United 
Provinces, shall be considered as vessels of the said United 
Provinces *. 

Art. 8. — All merchants, commanders of ships, and others, 
the subjects of his Britannic Majesty, shall have the same 
liberty, in all the territories of the said United Provinces, as the 
natives thereof, to manage their own affairs themselves, or to 
commit them to the management of whomsoever they please, 
as broker, « factor, agent, or interpreter; nor shall they be 
obliged to employ any other persons for those purposes, nor to 
pay them any salary or remuneration, unless they shall choose 
to employ them ; and absolute freedom shall be allowed, in all 
cases, to the buyer and seller to bargain and fix the price of 
any goods, wares, or merchandize imported into, or exported 
from, the said United Provinces, as they shall see good. 

Art. 9. — In whatever relates to the lading and unlading of 
ships, the safety of merchandize, goods, and effects, the disposal 
of property of every sort and denomination, by sale, donation, 
or exchange, or in any other manner whatsoever, as also the 
administration of justice, the subjects and citizens of the two 
contracting parties shall enjoy, in their respective dominions, 
the same privileges, liberties, and rights, as the most favoured 
nation, and shall not be charged, in any of these respects, with 
any higher duties or imposts than those which are paid by the 
native subjects or citizens of the power in whose dominions 
they may be resident. They shall be exempted from all com* 
pulsory military service whatsoever, whether by sea or land, 
and from all forced loans, or military exactions or requisitions ; 
neither shall they be compelled to pay any ordinary taxes« 
under any pretext whatsoever, greater than those that are paid 
by native subjects or citizens. 

Art. 10.— It shall be free for each of the two contracting 
parties to appoint consuls for the protection of trade, to reside 
in the dominions and territories of the other party ; but before 
any consul shall act as such, he shall, in the usual form, be 
approved and admitted by the government to which he is sent ; 
and either of the contracting parties may except from the resi- 
dence of consuls, such particular places as either of them may 
judge fit to be so excepted.

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Art. 1 1 . — For the better security of commerce between the 
subjects of his Britannic Majesty, and the inhabitants of the 
United Provinces of Rio de la PJata, it is agreed, that if at 
any time any intemiption of friendly commercial intercourse, 
or any rupture should unfortunately take place between the 
two contracting parties, the subjects or citizens of either of the 
two contracting parties residing in the dominions of the other, 
shall have the privilege of remaining and continuing their trade 
therein, without any manner of interruption, so long as they 
behave, peaceably, and commit no offence against the lawt ; 
and their effects and property, whether entrusted to indivi- 
duals or to the state, shall not be liable to seizure or seques- 
tration, or to any other demands than those which may be 
made upon the like effects or property belonging to the native 
inhabitants of the state in which such subjects or citizens may 
reside. 

. Art. 12. — The subjects of His Britannic Majesty residing in 
the United Provinces of Rio de la Plata shall not be disturbed, 
persecuted, or annoyed, on account of their religion, but they 
shall have perfect liberty of conscience therein, and to celebrate 
divine service either within their own private houses, or in 
their own particular churches or chapels, which they shall be 
at liberty to build and maintain in convenient places, approved 
of by the Government of the said United Provinces. Liberty 
shall also be granted to bury the subjects of His Britannic 
Majesty who may die in the territories of the said United Pro- 
vinces, in their own burial places, which in the same manner 
they may freely establish and maintain. In the like manner 
the citizens of the said United Provinces shall enjoy, within 
all the dominions of His Britannic Majesty, a perfect and un- 
restrained liberty of conscience, and of exercising their religion 
publicly or privately, within their own dwelling-houses, or in 
the chapels and places of worship appointed for that purpose, 
agreeably to the system of toleration established in the do- 
minions of his said Majesty. 

Art. 13. — It shall be free for the subjects of His Britannic 
Majesty, residing in the United Provinces of Rio de la Plata, 
to dispose of their property, of every description, bf will or 
testament, as the]^ may ludge fit; and, in the event of any 
British subject dying without such will or testament in the 
territories of the said United Provinces, the British Consul- 
General, or, in his absence, his representative shall have the 
right to nominate curators to take charge of the property of 
the deceased for the benefit of his lawful heirs and creditors* 
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without interference, giving: convenient notice thereof to the 

authorities of the country, and reciprocally. 

Art. 14. — His Britannic Majesty heini; extremely desirous of 
totally abolishing the slave-trade, the United Provinces of Rio 
de la Plata engage to co-operate veith His Britannic Majesty 
for the completion of so beneficent a work, and to prohibit all 
persons inhabiting within the said provinces, or subject to 
their jurisdiction, in the most effectual manner, and by the 
most solemn laws, from taking any share in such trade. 

Done at Buenos Ayres, the 2nd of February, 1 825.

Order in Council exempting the Vessels and Boats of certain 
Foreign Nations from Anchorage Dues in the Islands of 
Guernsey, Jersey, Alderney, and Sark. 

Whereas certain dues and duties are payable to His Ma- 
jesty within the Islands of Guernsey, Jersey, Alderney, and 
Sark, upon the anchorage of foreign ships, vessels, and boats 
arriving at, and casting anchor within the ports, roads, and 
havens of the said islands, commonly called anchorage dues ; 
and which dues are not payable by British ships, &c. ; and 
whereas by certain treaties or conventions of commerce made 
and concluded with certain foreign powers, it is amongst 
other things agreed, that during the continuance of such 
treaties respectively, vessels of, and belonging to, the subjects 
of such States, entering or departing from the ports of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, shall not be 
subject to any other or higher duties or charges whatever than 
are or shall be levied on British vessels entering or departing 
from such ports; His Majesty, being desirous to carry the said 
Treaties into full efiPect, is pleased, with the advice of his Privy 
Council, to order, that during: the continuance of the before- 
mentioned Treaties or Conventions of commerce respectively, 
and so long as the same shall respectively remain in force, the 
before-mentioned anchorage dues heretofore levied or claimed 
in the islands aforesaid, on ships, vessels, and boats of, or be- 
longing to, the subjects of His Most Christian Majesty the 
King of France, or of His Majesty the King of Denmark, or of 
His Majesty the King of Prussia, or of His Majesty as King 
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of Hanover, or of his Majesty the King of Sweden and Norway^ 
or of the United States of America, or of the free Haneeatic 
Bepublice, or of the State of Colomlna, or of the United Pro- 
vinces of Rio de la Plata, shall be and the same are hereby 
repealed, abolished, and remitted, any law, custom, or usage, 
now or at any time heretofore in force in the said islands, or 
any of them, to the contrary notwithstanding; provided always 
that nothing in this present Order contain^ shall extend, or 
be construed to extend, to any ships, vessels, or boats of, or 
belonging to, the subjects of the United Provinces of Kio de la 
Plata, not being of the burden of above 120 tons*, such ships, 
vessels, or boats not being included within the Treaty with the 
said United Provinces, of the 2nd of February, 1825 ; and it is 
further ordered, that the said anchorage dues shall in like 
manner be, and the same are hereby repealed, abolished, and 
remitted in favour of the ships, vessels, and boats of, or be- 
longing to, the subjects of any other foreign state or power 
with whom His Majesty shall hereafter enter into and conclude 
any such treaty as aforesaid ; and that such repeal, abolition, 
and remission shall take effect when and so soon as the con- 
clusion of any such future treaty shall be signified to the 
Governor or Lieutenant-Governor of the said islands respec- 
tively, b]^ His Majesty, through one of His Majesty's Principal 
Secretaries of State ; and all Governors, Lieutenant-Governors, 
and other officers, civil, and military, and all other his Ma- 
jesty*s subjects within the said islands, are to take notice 
hereof, and to govern themselves accordingly.

every person exporting, or offering to export, any 
pack of Cards contrary hereto, shall, if a licensed 
maker, forfeit 50/., if not a licensed maker, 10/., in 
addition to the Cards. Playing Cards or Dice, not 
stamped for use in the United Kingdom, and not 
having paid the duties imposed by the Act 9 Geo. IV . 
c. 18, may be exported under the following conditions, 
that is to say — ^before such playing Cards or Dice as 
aforesaid shall be removed from the licensed house or 
place of the maker, for the purpose of exportation to 
parts beyond the seas, or to the Isle of Man, three 
days* notice in writing shall be given to the head office 
of stamps in London or Dublin respectively, or at the 
office of the distributor of stamps at Cork, (so long as

No drawback or bounty will be allowed unless the entry for the goods 
shall have been made in the name of the owner of the goods at the time 
Entry of ^^ entry and shipment, or of the purchaser of the same who 
drawback or "hall ship such goods at his own liability and risk, on com- 
boontj goods, mission, and who was, and shall continue to be, entitled 
in his own right to such drawback or bounty, except in the cases herein- 
after provided for *. 

The parties aforesaid shall make a declaration on the debenture, that the 
goods mentioned therein have been actually exported, and have not been 
relanded, nor are intended to be relanded in the United 
Kingdom, nor in the Isle of Man, (unless entered for the 
Isle of Man,^ nor in the islands of Faro or Ferro, and 
that he was the real owner thereof at the time of entry 
and shipping, or that he had purchased and shipped the 
same in his own name and on his own liability and risk, 
on commission, and that he was, and continued to be, entitied to the 
drawback or bounty thereon in his own right ; but if such owner or mer- 
chant shall not have purchased the right to such drawback or bounty, 
he shall declare upon the entry, and on the debenture, the person 
who is entitled thereto ; and the name of such person shall be stated in 
the cocket, and in the debenture ; and the receipt of such persion on the 
debenture shall be the discharge for such drawback or bounty *.

IRELAND. 

The Trade between Great Britain and Ireland is no longer considered 
as a foreign trade, or as trading to parts beyond the Seat, but is solely 
governed by the regulations applicable to the Coasting Trade of the United 
Kingdom generally (see page 203) ; but an anomaly exists in this trade, 
which is much to be regretted, viz. : in regard to what are termed " Coun- 
tervailing Duties." It has been the object of the Government, for some time 
past, to afford every facility to trade, and to that end, they have frequently 
directed their attention to the assimilation of the duties on the native pro- 
duce and manufacture of Ireland, to the duties levied on the like articles 
in England, and the result has tended, from time to time, to reduce 
the number of articles in the table ; but it is strange that these 
duties should have escaped revision, (I ought rather to say, aboli- 
tion altogether,) up to this present time ; — the duties levied under this 
•head are wholly Excise duties, and are payable to«that department; 
although an entry of the articles is required to be made with the Col- 
lector of the Customs. — Ed. 

The foreign trade of Ireland is placed on the same footing as that with 
Great Britain, and the Regulations and Duties, in the preceding tables, 
apply equally to the whole of the United Kingdom; — the only difference 
existing will he found in the duties and dimensions of four articles of wood 
goods, when imported into Ireland, viz., Battens, and Batten Ends ; Deals, 
and Deal Ends.— Ed. See pages 177 & 180. 

Foreign Goods. — As a difference of duty still exists on the importa- 
tion into Great Britain and Ireland of deals, deal ends^ battens, and batten 
ends, the officers are directed to proceed, on the removal of such goods 
from England to Ireland, in strict conformity with the Treasury Order 
of the 26th Dec, 1823,f and to permit all articles of wood to be shipped 
for Ireland under the usual coast regulations.

CONVENTION OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION 

WITH FRANCE. 

Signed at London, 86 Jannarj, 18S6. 

Additional Arttclss. — (The previous articles, which relate to the 
intercourse with the United Kingdom and ihe British possessions in 
Europe, will be found in page 32.) 

Art. 1. — Prom and after the 1st of October, 1826, French vessels shall 
be allowed to sail from any port whatever of the countries under the 
dominion of His Most Christian Majesty, to all the colonies of the 
United Kingdom (except those possessed by the East India Company )i 
and to import into the said colonies all kinds of merchandize (being pro- 
ductions the growth or manufacture of France, or of any country under 
her dominion), with the exception of such as are prohibited to be im- 
ported into the said colonies*, or are permitted to be imported only from 
countries under the British dominion* ; and the said French vessels, as 
well as the merchandize imported in the same, shall not be subject, in the 
colonies of the United Kingdom, to other or higher duties than those to 
which British vessels may be subject, on importing the same merchandize 
from any foreign country, or which are imposed upon the merchandize 
itself. The same facilities shall be granted, reciprocally, in the colonies 
of France, with regard to the importation, in British vessels, of all kind of 
merchandize, (being productions the growth and manufacture of the 
United Kingdom, or of any country under the British dominion,) with 
the exception of such as are prohibited to be imported into the said 
colonies, or are permitted to be imported only from countries under the 
dominion of France. And whereas all goods, the produce of any foreign 
country, may now be imported into the colonies of the United Kingdom, 
in the ships of that country, with the exception of a limited list of spe* 
cified articles, which can only be imported into the said colonies in 
British ships. His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom reserves to 
himself the power of adding to the said list of excepted articles any other, 
the produce of the French dominions, the addition whereof may appear 
to his Majesty to be necessary for placing the commerce and navigation 
to be permitted to the subjects of each of the High Contracting Parties 
with tne colonies of the other, upon a footing of fair reciprocity. 

Art. 2.— From and after the same period, French vessels shall be al- 
lowed to export from all the colonies of the United Kingdom (except 
those possessed by the East India Company), all kinds of merchandize, 
which are not prohibited to be exported from such colonies in vessels 
other than those of Great Britain ; and the said vessels, as well as the 
merchandize exported in the same, shall not be subject to other or higher 
duties than those to which British vessels may be subject, on exporting

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the said merchaudize, or which are imposed on the merchandize itself ; 
and they shall be entitled to the same bounties, drawbacks, and allow* 
ances of the same nature, to which British vessels would be entitled, on 
such exportation. The same facilities and privileges shall be granted, 
reciprocally, in all the colonies of France, for the exportation, in^British 
vessels, of all kinds of merchandize, which are not prohibited to be ex- 
ported from such colonies in vessels other than those of France. 

The conditions referred to in the 4th Section of the Act 6 Qeo. IV. 
c. 114, as before stated*, have not in all respects been fulfilled by the 
Government of France ; but, nevertheless, His Majesty by the advice 
of his Privy Council doth deem it expedient to grant certain of the 
privileges aforesaid to the ships of France ; His Majesty doth, therefore, 
in pursuance of the powers vested in him, declare and 
grant that it shall be lawful for French ships to import France, 

into any of the British Possessions in the West Indies and America, from 
the dominions of His Most Christian Majesty, such goods, being the 
produce of those dominions, as are enumerated 'in the Table subjoined, 
and to export Goods from such British Possessions, to be carried to any 
foreign country whatever.

CONVENTION WITH THE EMPEROR OF RUSSIA. 

signed at St. Petersburg, £| February, 1825. 

His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, ana His Majesty the Emperor of all the Russias, being desirous 
of drawing still closer the ties of good understanding and friendship 
which unite them, by means of an agreement which may settle, upon the 
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basis of reciprucal conyenience, different points connected with the com- 
merce, navigation, and fisheries of their Biibjects on the Pacific Ocean, as 
well as the limits of their respective possessions on the north-west coast 
of America, have named Plenipotentiaries to conclade a Convention for 
this purpose, who have agreed upon and signed the following articles:— 
Article I. — it is agreed that the subjects of the high contracting parties 
shall not be troubled or molested, in any part of the ocean, * commonly 
called the Pacific Ocean, either in navigating the same, in fishing therein, 
or in landing at such parts of the coast as shall not have been already oc- 
cupied, in order to trade with the natives, under the restrictions and con- 
ditions specified in the following articles. 

Art. 2. — ^In order to prevent the right of navigating and fishing, ex* 
ercised upon the ocean by the subjects of the high contracting parties, 
from becoming the pretext fur an illicit commerce, it is agreed that the 
subjects of His Britannic Majesty shall not land at any place where there 
may be a Russian establi^ment, without the permission of the Governor 
or Commandant ; and, on the other hand, that Russian subjects shall not 
land v^ithout permission at any British establishment on the norlh-west 
coast. 

Art. 3. — The line of demarcation between the possessions of the high 
contracting parties upon the coast of the Continent, and the islands of 
America to the north-west, shall be drawn in the manner following :—« 
Commencing from the southernmost point of the island called Prince of 
ffii/e* It/and, which point lies in the parallel of 54 degrees 40 minutes 
north latitude, and between 13 1st and the 133rd degree of west longitude 
Cmeridian of Greenwich), the said line shall ascend to the north along 
the channel called Portland Channd, as far as the point of the Continent 
where it strikes the 56th degree of north latitude ; from this last-mentioned 
point the line of demarcation shall follow the summit of the mountains 
situated parallel to the coast, as far as the point of intersection of the 141st 
degree of west longitude (of the same meridian); and finally, from the 
said point of intersection, the said meridian line of the 14l8t degree, in 
its prolongation as far as the Frozen Ocean, shall form the limit between 
the Russian and British possessions on the continent of America to the 
north-west. 

Art. 4. — With reference to the line of demarcation laid down in the 
preceding article it is understood : — 

1st, That the island called Prince of JVaiet Island shall belong 
wholly to Russia. 

2nd, That wherever the summit of the mountains which extend in a 
direction parallel to the coast, from the 56th degree of north latitude to 
the point of intersection of the 141st degree of west longitude, shall 
prove to be at the distance of more than ten marine leagues from the 
ocean, the limit between the British Possessions and the line of coast 
which is to belong to Russia, as above-mentioned, shall be formed by a 
line parallel to the windings of the coast, and which shall never exceed 
the distance of ten marine leagues therefrom. 

Art. 5. — It is moreover agreed, that no establishment shall be formed 
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by either of the tw parties withie the HmkB ainfeed by the two pre- 
cedtBf articles to the ponsewikwMi of the other ; coBscqaeDtly, British 
sobjecta shall ooC fbrot any cstabtishmeat either vpoo the coast or apoo 
the border of the covtiaent coeiprised within the limits of the Rassian 
pwawioBSy as desigBatcd in the two preceiiieg Articles; and, io like 
■anoery so rstahlinhmeiit ibali be fbriMd by Rassiaa siil^ects beyond 
the laid limits. 

Art. 6. — It is oBderiteod that the snbiects of his Britannic Majesty, 
from whatever ijoavter they may arrive, whether from the ocean, or from 
the interior of the Coatinent, shall for ever enjoy the rij^t of navigatlof 
freely, and without any hinderance whatever, all the rivers and streams 
which, in their coarse taiwards the Pteific Ocean, may crass the line of 
demarcation npon the line of const described in Article 3 of the present 
Coaventiott. 

Art. 7. — ^It is also nndefstood that, for the space of irm years from 
the signatare of the praaeat Convention, the vessels of the Two Powen^ 
or those belonginf Io their respective snbjects, shall mntually be at 
liberty to freqaent, withoat any hinderance whatever, all the inland seas, 
the gulfr, havens, and creeks on the coast mentioned in Article 3 ; for 
the pnrposes cvf fbbinf and of trading with the natives. 

Art. & — The Port of Sitka, or Novo Archanfetsk, shall be open to the 
commerce and vemels cvf British sobfccts for the space of ien years from 
the dale of the exchange of the ratifications of the present Convention. 
In the event of aa extension of this term of ten years being granted to 
any other power, the like extension shall be granted also to Great Britain. 

Art. 9^ — The above-mentioned liberty of commerce shall not apply to 
the trade in spiritnons liqoon> in fire-arms, or other arms, gunpowder or 
other wariike •tores; the high contracting parties reciprocally engaging 
not to permit the above-mentioned articles to be sold or ddivered, in any 
manner whatever, to the natives of the country. 

Art. 10. — ^Every British or Russian vessel aavigatiog the Pacific 
Ocean, which may be compelled by stonns or by accident to take 
shelter in the ports of the respective parties, shall be at liberty to refit 
therein, to provide itself with ail necessary stores, and to pot to sea 
again, withoot paying any other than port and lighthouse dues, which 
shall be the same as those pud by national Vessels. In case, however, 
the master of snch Vessel should be under the necessity of disposing of a 
part of his merchandize in order to defray bis expenses, he shall conform 
himself to the reguUtions and tariffs of the place where he may have 
landed. 

Art. 11 win every case of complaint on account of an infraction of 
the Articles of the present Convention, the civil and military authorities 
of the high contracting parties, without previously acting or taking any 
forcible messure, shall make an exact and circumstantial report of the 
matter to their respective Courts, who engage to settle the same in a 
friendly manner, and according to the principles of justice.
